ON THE BETTER TREATMENT OF 
SERVANTS. 


How Tuere Lrves Micut Bz Bricurenep. 
THE question of the consideration shown to servants 
by the majority of householders of the middle-class 
whose financial condition does not allow them to keep a 
number of assistants, and whose houses do not, as 
in the case of the members of the aristocracy, allow 
epecial quarters being apportioned to them, is a peren- 


While the old idea is fast disappearing that they 
belong to a class which is scarcely so human as their 
employers, there is more than a lurking suspicion in the 
minds of the Jatter that they need not be treated with 


instance, is compelled to give to his clerks. 

In a large number of houses, for instance, there is in 
the basement a breakfust-room which adjoins the 
kitchenand is used by the family for that meal alone. 

The servante, however, are never permitted to occupy 
it, although it might, witbout any indignity to its posi- 
tion, be consecrated to their use in the after part of the 
day, and in the evening as a sitting-room in which they 
might also be allowed to have their meals. This would 
be a change for them-from the unquestionable discom- 
fort of having to live and eat und have their being in 
the kitchen, which is often over-heated, and redolent of 
the smell of cookery, both calculated to take away the 
appetite, and to produce, the former directly, and the 
latter indirectly, a feeling of weariness se lassitude, 
preventing the proper ‘ormance of their duties. 

Besides, they would, if they desired, during their leisure, 
be able to spend a little time apart from the society of 
their fellow-servants, a boon which everyone must 


recognise, and whose restorative value cannot fail to 


have been felt by every woman. 

Indeed, this seclusion for an hour or two daily should 
be the rule of every life, as seclusion and repose are 
among the most recuperative means in the modern 
manual of hygiene, and should not be withheld from 
servants to whom usually no privacy is accorded, as 
they are compelled in a large majority of houses to 
occupy even the same bedroom though they are strangers 
to each other. 

-Two other points in this plea for consideration should 
be borne in mind, viz., that most kitchens in these 
houses are invariably underground, and the lack of 
sufficient ventilation is bound, in time, to produce a 
deterioration in the blood of the individual, however 
healthy, which is the precursor of lassitude and its 
inevitable disinclination to work, leaving, in spite of the 
best intentions, the careless performance of duties which 
is so frequently a source of mortification to the careful 
housekeeper. The other point is the lack of properly

AsoutT this time last year we ted a diagram 
showing the rise and fall of the Nateaal Debt from its 
commencement. That and the chart now given will 
prove interesting to those readers who are addicted to 
statistics. 

The diagram at the head of this. page shows 
ata glance the Nativnal Income and expannite 
the last twenty-five years—the thick line representing 
the revenue and the faint one the expedite 
left-hand column indicates the amount in millions of 
pounds. 

_Every year some time in March or Apri) comes a 
night which (whatever the political outlook) is always 
awaited with considerable interest. It is in common 
Perinnce the Budget Night, although, as a matter of fact, 

he word Budget is officially unknown at the House of 
Commons—its correct designation is “The annual 
statement of the Chancellor of the Exchequer.” During 
the last twenty-five years there have been seven 
Chancellors whose names and the number of Budget 
statements they have made are as follows : 

Mr. Lowe, four; Sir Stafford Northcote, six; Mr. 
Gladstone, three; Mr. Childers, two; Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, one ; Mr. Goschen, five; and Sir William Har- 
court, four. 

It will be noticed that in contrast to the National 
Debt, which in the last twenty-five years has steadily 
diminished, both the income and expenditure of the 
country exhibit a constantly growing tendency. There 
are, of course, several items in the expenditure of to-day 
which were never foreseen by the financiers of the past, 
thus making the growth of expenditure not quite so 
marked as it seems. The grant in aid of local taxation 
was seven millions last year as against two millions ip 
1871, while, owing to first compulgory and then free 
education, the money spent on that item has increased 
from one million and a quarter in 1871 to over ten 
millions in 1895. 

Now, how do we obtain this enormous sum of over 
a hundred million pounds without the taxation becom- 
ing actually burdensome? One reason is that the 
revenue is always evenly balanced between direct and 
indivect taxation—the income-tax being an example of 
the former, and the duty payable on tea and tobacco of 
the latter. 

The poorer classes who escape direct taxation 
contribute to the nation’s receipts in whatever tax- 
able commodities they buy, Most luxuries, such as 
wines, carriages, and men.éervants are taxed on the 
ground that if people can afford them sd can afford 
an additional contribution to the State. The higher a 
person's income, the more both of direct and indirect 
taxation he pays, while persons with a very small 
income pay no direct, and a very slight amount of 
indirect taxes. 

More than a quarter of the entire income of the 
country comes from the duty on tea and intoxi- 
cants, while a tenth is obtained from the tobacco 
tax. Thus teetotallers and non-smokers may con- 

tulate themselves on escaping the bulk of in- 
ivect taxation. The gross receipts of the post- 
office make up about one-sixth of total, but more 
than three-quarters of this amount is absorbed in 
the expenses of the de mt. About another tenth 
is peahiced by legacy and estate duty, a form of taxa- 
tion to which very few objections can be made. 

Thus by the wise and careful legislation of successive 
Chancellors of the Exchequer the burden of taxation 
has been so adjusted that it. cannot be considered a 
hardship to any class of the community. 

It seems, however, a matter for regret that in a time 
of peace the income-tax should remain as high as 
eightpence in the pound. We look back with envy to 
the fortunate people of the years 1874-6, when this tax 
stood at twopence, and promises were made that it 
should only be increased in case of war. This tax now 
produces the enormous sum of £15,600,000, each penny 
in the pound therefore yielding nearly two million 
pounds.
